29 YEARS AGO—DECEMBER, 1907 

Councillor W. J. Simpson has :e- 
signed his seat, and the following 
motion passed “that the resignation 
of Councillor Simpson be accepted 
and the Council express their regret 
that, through unavoidable circum- 
stances, Councillor Simpson was not 
able to remain in the Council for the 
full term of his office.”

24 YEAR AGO—DECEMBER, 1912

Democracy Has Been Accepted In 
Britain For Two Centuries

demned and executed. In this coun- 
try it is not, and never was (at any 
rate for the past couple of hundred 
years) on trial; it is part and parcel 
of our national life, and something 
which it behoves us to regard as no 
less permanent than Herr Hitler's 
“thousand-year regime.” If any- 
thing is on trial it is rather dictator- 
ship, for we have still to see what 
happens to it when the day comes 
to find the successors of the men 
whose personality had laid its stamp 
upon their creations. No country 
can depend on a perpetual supply of 
Hitlers and Mussolinis. -In their de- 
fault, will anybody care to say that 
dictatorship, relying as it does upon 
a@ very inflexible principle of personal 
leadership, is likely to prove any 
more stable than democracy ?—Lon- 
don Morning Post.

For all of 1936 Soviet Russia is ex- 
pected to produce about 6,000,000 
ounces of gold. And because of its 
expansion program the Soviet Union 
is expetted to be the world’s largest 
gold producer by 1939. At present 
South Africa holds the title. British 
interests say that all of South 
Africa's mines are going full blast. 
They hope that by 1939 the gold pro- 
ducing title will be retained. 

It is interesting to note that in 
1928 the Soviet-Union produced only

Names May Be Changed 


Decree In Italy Will Allow People To 
Ohange Odd-Sounding Titles 

By a new decree of the King of 
Italy, “ridiculous” names now may 
be changed by application to the 
court of appeals, 

No. longer will Italian subjects be 
compelled to go through life with 
such names as “Mr. Little-biscuits,” 
or “Mr. Barefoot.” 

Even if they are too poor to pay 
for the legal processes required for a 
change, no obstacles will be put in 
their way, for a fund has been pro- 
vided to cover the costs of publica- 
tion, documents and so forth. 

The only limitation set on the 
names that may be taken as sub- 
stitutes are: 

Those taken from the official list 
of nobility may not be adopted by 
commoners. The noble prefixes, de, 
di and von are barred. 

No person, not a member of the 
family, may take the name of a 
family ‘well known” in the locality 
in which he lives, 

So far no case has come before 
the courts to establish what may 
legally be considered a “ridiculous” 
name, but a quick look at the Rome 
telephone book establishes that some 
strange ones are common. All of the 
following appear several times: Lo 
Scalo, barefoot; Malagodi, enjoyer 
of evil; Esposito, lovechild; Pisellini, 
little peas; Battigalli, rooster beater, 
and even Bentivoglio—in English 
“Mr. I love you.”

Safety For Miners: 


Science Has Instruments To Detect 
Threatened Cave-In 

Scientific ears, mechanical ther- 
mometers and giant stethoscopes 
will feel the pulse of mother earth 
in the future and give miners ad- 
vance warning of impending cave- 
ins, J. V. Claypool, of Hibbing, Minn., 
told the National Safety Conference 
at Atlatnic City, N.J. 

Claypool, district superintendent of 
the Oliver Iron Mining Company, 
said detection of weak spots in the 
walls and props of mines were rapid- 
ly becoming an exact science. 

He told of a new “dynamometer 
prop” that records the earth’s pres- 
sure against.the mine’s pillars much 
in the same manner as a ther- 
mometer records temperature. The 
device is built into one of the ceiling 
supports, and the slightest increase 
in pressure from above is recorded 
by a rise of a mercury column. 

Another device utilizes a steel bar, 
fitted telescopically into a cylinder 
and held in place by a stout coil 
spring. When set against mine ceil- 
ings, compression of the spring is 
registered by a stylus that traces a 
line on a drum. 


Lighthouse Guides Motorists 


A lighthouse to guide motorists 
approaching Leipzig, Germany, /haS 
been erected. Set up on one of the 
main highroads, it has glass walls 
illuminated at-night so that direc- 
tions_and distances inscribed thereon 
may be read from afar.

Powerful As Radium 


Radon, A New Gas, Used In Cancer 
Treatments 

How radium dissolved in water can 
be “milked” for a gas useful for 
treating cancer was demonstrated to 
delegates at the international medi- 
cal assembly at St. Paul. The ap- 
paratus for obtaining the gas was 
displayed by Dr.- Frank Edward 
Simpson, adjunct clinical professor - 
of dermatology, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, and his assistant, Dr, J. E. 
Breed. They said radon, the gas, was 
just as efficient and powerful as 
radium, the metal,- in treating can- 
cer. Dr. Simpson and Dr. Breed said 
radon, enclosed in tiny glass tubes, 
could be used to better advantage in 
places where it would be almost im- 
possible to place radium.

Yale University solved the mys- 
tery of enzymes, invisible things 
which keep man’s tissues alive, by 
showing one of them at work for the 
first time. The enzyma revealed it- 
self as a mere chemical, prosaic in 
action as soap in water. For many 
years scientists suspected that en- 
zymes were alive. 

The enzyme action was ‘made 
visible by Dr. Kurt G. Stern, visiting 
lecturer in physiological chemistry. 

He used the enzyme catalase, 
which is a_ red-colored protein, 
plentiful in the liver, but also dis- 
tributed in small amounts through 
every cell in the body.

was first used in 1842 by Dr. Craw- 
ford D. Long at Jefferson, Ga., but 
apparently. he was not satisfied with 
the result because he did not public- 
ize his work or lay claim to any new 
discovery. Two years later Dr. Wells, 
a dentist of Hartford, Conn., per- 
formed an operation under ether but 
did not continue it because of the) 
objectionable odor, But in September, 
1846, another Boston dentist, Dr. W. 
T. G. Morton, successfully used ether 
on the suggestion of a medical man, 
Dr. C. T. Jackson, with the result) 
that it was decided to employ it in 
major operations. 

Accordingly, on October 16, Gilbert 
Abbott, a house painter, was oper- 
ated upon in the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital for removal of a tumor. There 
were many, watchers, and at the con- 
clusion of the operation, the surgeon, 
Dr. J. C. Warren, turned to them and 
said, “Gentlemen, this is no hum- 
bug.” Morton and Jackson subse- 
quently received awards of 2,500 
francs each from the French Acad- 
emy of Science.

King Edward will open the first 
parliament of his reign at West- 
minster November 8. He will drive 
in full state from Buckingham Pal- 
ace to the House of Lords, and will 
read his speech from the throne to a 
chamber crowded with peers and 
peeresses and with the “Faithful 
Commons” in attendance. 

The King will not wear a crown. 
The crown and the sword of state 
will be taken from St. James’ Pal- 
ace to the House of Lords in a state 
landau, guarded by an escort of life 
guards, and the cap of maintenance, 
the other emblem of royal power, 
will be carried in front of the King. 
Not until he has been crowned at 
Westminster Abbey in May will King 
Edward wear his crown. 

If he follows the example of his 
father, who also opened his first par- 
liament some time before his corona- 
tion, the King will wear full-dress 
naval uniform for his drive from the 
palace, and will don heavy robes of 
crimson velvet edged with gold for 
the ceremony in the Lords, putting 
on the cocked hat of an admiral when 
he comes to read the speech from 
the throne. 

While he is at the House of Lords 
the King will carry out another cere- 
mony of great constitutional import- 
ance, This is the signing of the royal 
declaration of Protestant -faith, which 
the sovereign must make either at 
the opening of his first parliament or 
at his coronation, whichever comes 
first. 


Solve Weather Mystery 


Capt. Wilkins Would = Establish 
Stations In Arctic Regions 

Establishment of weather stations 
in Arctic and Antarctic regions in 
an endeavor to solve the mystery of 
changing weather condtiions is the 
“central object’”” now in the life of 
Captain Sir George Hubert Wilkins, 
bearded Australian explorer. 

“If we could tell about a year in 
advance,” he said, “then fafmers 
could be prepared for any condition, 
industrialists could determine their 
output to meet the weather _situa- 
tion. The whole economic structure 
would be saved from much punish- 
ment.” 

Of the 32 points he thinks suit- 
able in the Arctic, 30 already have 
meteorological stations, operated by 
Canada, United States, Russia, Swed- 
en, Denmark and Norway. 

His next trip into the Arctic will 
be to find points in the polar seas, 
inaccessible except by submarine, for 
the other two stations.

The amount they would have re- 
ceived as a bonus would have been 
$160,000,000. 

Should Fight Weeds 

Professor of field husbandry at 
the university, Prof. Pavlychenko 
said weéds cost farmers more than 
plant diseases and insects, Eradica- 
tion of weeds would be a big. step 
in combatting drought because the 
weeds robbed the soil of moisture. 
Farmers could fight’ weeds by cul- 
tivation methods, he said.

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New Uses For Old Products 


The agricultural depression which has contracted the farmers’ pocket 
books in Western Canada almost to the vanishing: point in the past five or six 
years may be attributed to two main causes—a drought cycle and an-un- 
disposable surplus stock of wheat of great proportions, the inheritance of 
the bountiful harvest of 1928, followed by a fair average crop. the succeed- 
ing year. 

The drought was a visitation of Nature itself, over which mankind 
could have little or no control, and if this had been the sole cause of an 
attenuated agricultural bank account the effeets of the depression would 
not have been nearly so severe in Western Canada as they have been, for 
during the era of gloom the drought area shifted its local somewhat each 
year though, it is also true; that there are some areas which have sustained 
the full impact for the entire period. 

Over the entire depression period, however, many areas which have 
experienced drought have reaped some harvests, varying widely in degree, 
and had good prices for wheat prevailed, many farmers over large tracts 
would have yeaped sufficient returns to carry them through without aid or 
with comparatively little assistance. 


Unfortunately however, this was not the case and the average com- 

paratively low price of farm products and particularly wheat, at times far 
below the cost of production, was as much a factor in creating conditions 
which" have necessitated debt adjustment on a wide scale as was the lack 
of moisture and its resultant duststorms and scourge of insect pests. 
. Dry periods undoubtedly will come again and little can be done to cir- 
cumvent their ill effects in loss of production and yields beyond perhaps a 
small measure of conservation, but the lesson of the six year period will 
have been lost unless some consideration is given to the necessity and wis- 
dom of devising some measures to obviate, or at least reduce, the hazards 
of a repetition of prices below the cost of production. 


There are several directions in which concentration on this problem 
might well be directed, apart from the erstwhile popular proposal to cur- 
tail production. There is the matter, for instance, of efforts to create con- 
Sumer demand in existing markets for improved and more tasty products 
of the grain fields, to which reference has previously been made in these 
columns, and serious consideration might well be given to the possibilities 
of converting products of the field to industrial uses in the domestic market. 

Henry Ford demonstrated that much might be done to make agricul- 
tural products available to industry when his .experiments revealed that 
by-products of the soy bean make excellent material for construction of 
certain automobile parts and accessories, and along similar lines, experi- 
mentation in the conversion of grains into alcohol for industrial use and on 
a commercially feasible basis should be pushed with vigor in the labora- 
tories. 

So far the conversion of grain into industrial alcohol ‘has not proved 
@ commercial success, but a fractional advance in the price of gasoline or 
& reduction of a few cents in the cost of production of alcohol from such 
source would place it in the field of a competitive fuel with ‘gasoline, a com- 
modity which is used in large quantities by the farmers themselves as well 
as other consumers in Western Canada. 

That greater use of alcohol as a fuél is inevitable in the not far distant 
future is the conclusion of the “Pennsylvania Farmer” which, in a recent 
issue had the following to say on the subject: 

“The farmer has a double interest in liquid fuels. He is now a lead- 
ing consumer; he may some day be an important producer. Alcohol made 
from farm crops can be mixed with gasoline to make a fuel which will 
run a combustion engine. Since the supply of petroleum ‘cannot last for- 
ever a wider use of alcohol as a fuel in inevitable. It is being hastened by 
a score of foreign countries by legislation requiring, by taxation or other- 
wise, a mixture of alcohol with gasoline. . 

“Without such government intervention the blending does not occur, 
because gallon for gallon, gasoline is cheaper and better than alcohol. Un- 
der present conditions the effect of this legislation is to subsidize the pro- 
ducer of alcohol at the expense of the consumer of fuel. When producer 
and consumer is the same fellow it is doubtful if he wants this subsidy. 

“In our country the farmer conumes a fourth of the gasoline used. If 
the price were raised four or five cents a gallon, the extra cost would cut 
the profits from corn, sugar cane, potatoes, etc., that went into alcohol, 
while the farmer who grew no alcohol-producing crops would be dealt 
with unfairly. 

» “Until gasoline prices advance materially it would appear that hopes 
for a wider use of alcohol as fuel lie in research rather than in legislation. 
When alcohol can be made cheaper or better than gasoline, no law will 
be needed to promote its use, and until then any such law is of questionable 
value to farmers.”

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Government Still Checking Up On 
Estate Left By Sir John Ellerman 

For three years, a smail army of 
government clerks have been check- 
ing up the estate left py. Sir John 
Ellerman, little-known “richest- man 
in’ England’s history’—and they are 
still hard at it. yo 

His Majesty's government can well 
afford the clerks’ time. It expects to 
collect nearly  £20,000,000 (about 
$100,000,000), or 50 per cent. of the 
huge fortune, which keeps on grow- 
ing. 

Sir John, ship-owner. industrialist 
and real estate magnate, died in 1933 
at the age of 71. His estate was 
then valued at £17,233,977 (about 
$86,119,855) “as far as can be as- 
certained.” But only recently it was 
resworn at £36,684,994 (about $183,- 
424,970), and even at that figure, ad- 
ditional property including large 
foreign interests was not included. 

Now investigators have discovered 
more and more holdings. The final 
figure is expected to be about £50,- 
000,000, or approximately £200,000,- 
000. Exactly half of that goes to 
the government, 

The British croesus left the bulk 
of his fortune to his son, the present 
Sir John Ellerman, now 27. 

Already £14,600,000 has been turn- 
ed over to the treasury in death 
duties—by far the largest sum the 
inland revenue. department ever ’ re- 
ceived from one estate. In addition, 
it is estimated that during his life- 
time Sir John paid at least £20,000,- 
000 in income tax and super-tax.

% cup butter

Although a healthy and organically 
sound race, the Eskimos are serious- 
ly susceptible to ailments which 
ordinarily cause white people only 
minor discomforts. Before the com- 
ing of the white man the Eskimos 
knew nothing of such common ills as 
colds, influenza,. and other, kindred 
ailments, and there had been no need 
for their bodies to build up a resist- 
ance to the attack of these diseases. 
Consequently the arrival of the first 
whaling and trading vessels each sea- 
son’ was followed by wide-spread out- 
breaks among the natives, with often 
disastrous results. To-day the medi- 
cal services in the Far North take 
particular care upon the arrival of 
vessels to chéck the spread of these 
diseases. By instructions as to pro- 
per diet the doctors have reduced 
considerably the number of deaths 
due to dietary causes, and a most 
striking success has been made in 
the correction of methods of feeding 
infants and older children. In this 
and other ways the health of the Es- 
kimos is being safeguarded and im- 
proved so that the benefits being de- 
rived from their contact with civil- 
ization are preserved and any harm- 
ful effects overcome or avoided. 


Railways In Manchuria 


Japan Planning To Build Line To 


Russian Border 

Japan has drafted a second five- 
year railroad-+ extension program to 
shove an additional 2,500 miles of 
track right to Russia's “back-door” 
on the Soviet-Manthoukuoan border. 

The new lines, projected through 
bleak and bandit-infested areas of 
Mongolia, would enable the Japanese 
military command to send troops to 
almost any point on the frontier 
within two or three days. 

The. network of railways was 
planned directly by the Japanese 
army general staff in Tokyo. 

Since 1931, Japan has constructed 
2,000 miles of new railroads in Man- 
churia, bringing the state’s total 
trackage up to 6,000 miles. There 
are now 21 separate railroad lines 
in Manchoukuo, latticing an area of 
about 600,000 square miles—-an area 
larger than Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Belgium combined. 

When the new five-year plan is 
completed, Japan will have built 16 
times as much trackage in Man- 
churia as there was in 1905 when the 
treaty of Portsmouth gave Japan the 
Dairen-Changchun and Hukden-An- 
tumb lines. The projected line 
terminals would give Japan access 
to the Asiatic mainland and indirect- 
ly to Europe. 

The South-Manchurian railway 
directors, who will supervise con- 
struction, have estimated the total 
cost at 400,000,000 yen ($114,000,- 
000). Tokyo is experiencing consid- 
erable difficulty in raising this 
amounf of money. The bankers have 
declared they could not finance ex- 
tensively and profitably what they 
termed ‘mere military railroads.” 

Many of the lines already built 
the Russian border.

Indians long ago 
named the bay Chuchwaetsin, liter- 
ally meaning ‘‘calm water.” 

Wolf, Lamb and Cub Islands in 
Becher Bay carry many traces of a 
large Indian population in the vicin- 
ity long before Spaniards first land- 
ed on Vancouver Island at Nootka.

They are six 
inches long and half an inch apart. 
Natives believe them to be extremely 
ancient. Secrets of many dyes that 
kept their brightness for centuries 
were lost long a 70. 

According to legends handed down 
to present-day Indians, their fore- 
fathers always considered the petro- 
glyphs a deep mystery. They were 
also puzzled by finding exquisitely 


stone not native to Vancouver 
Island. ‘The whole vicinity is dotted 
with square blocks of basaltic rock 
with pitted surfaces giving it the 


some vast volcanic upheaval. 

On a bold-faced bluff of black rock 
there is a weathered. representation 
of a whale six feet long, and two and 
one-half feet wide .at the middle. 
Close examination shows its outline 
at one time had been carved deeply 
into the rock, but sea, wind and 
wave wore away the surface until 
nothing but a faint trace was left. 
Before being able to photograph the 
whale it was necessary to reinforce 
the lines carefully with white chalk.

Visitors from “famous museums 
»who viewed the Mitchell and Hep- 
burn stones unearthed many feet un- 
derground on the island, are sure the 
ancient craftsmen who ‘fashioned 
them also chiselled out the Becher 
bay petroglyphs. The two stones are 
well executed human faces showing 
a distinctly’ Asiatic cast. 

Two faint diagonal liwes evenly 
spaced are carved across the middle 
of the whale. A deep S-shaped gash 
shows chisel. marks in the middle 
portion. From the hardness of the 
rock it seems impossible the carving 
was made with stone implements, 
and it is a well known: fact the 
Island Indians used no metal before 
the coming of Quadra, Vancouver 
and Cook. The whale has no sign 
of an eye. 

Three hundred feet from the whale 
on a huge round boulder is a strange 
carving that reminds one-of a sea 
serpent. It is 12 feet long from nose 
to tip of its tail. The monster has 
four bands around its neck, a pend- 
ant jaw with large teeth, a large eye 
and two strange protruberances upon 

its head.

Organic Fertilizers 


Principally Used By Florists And 
Tobacco Growers 

In Canada, florists are the princi- 
pal users of organic fertilizers, 
whieh are also used to some extent 
in tobacco fertilizers. 

Organic is the term commonly used 
in describing fertilizers which are the 
by-products of the packing house and 
fishing industries, as distinguished 
from inorganic or mineral fertilizers. 
Examples of organic fertilizers are 
‘animal tankage, blood meal, bone 
meal, and fish meal. 

The quantity of organics now used 
in fertilizers is no longer large, as 
compared with inorganic or mineral 
materials. This is because as much 
as possible of organic materials, 
suitable for the purpose, is now used 
in feeding stuffs to supply protein 
content to livestock. . 

Organics, however, are still im- 
portant as fertilizers constituents as 
they supply nitrogen and phosphoric 
acid, though usually no potash. More- 
over, the decomposition of organics, 
when used as fertilizer, stimulates in 
the soil certain beneficial bacterial 
activity, an effect not obtained. from 
inorganic fertilizers. The slow action 
of the nitrogen and phosphoric acid 
of organic fertilizers is also bene- 
ficial to some crops, though a dis- 
advantage to other crops.

value of annual health examinations, 
it was hoped that many lives would 
be saved during the coming year. 

There is nothing freaky or faddish 
about an annual health examination. 
It will not even cost much money. 
In fact, in the course of a lifetime, 
it will save patients a great deal of 
money in doctor's bills and by pre- 
venting loss of earning power and 
averting the expenses incidental to 
illness, 

Health League officials said that 
the average person's attitude toward 
sickness and health is all wrong. The 
greatest physicians and surgeons in 
the world, they said, are agreed that 
many diseases have been made pre- 
ventable through the advance of 
medicakscience. Not only can many 
diseases be prevented, they claim, 
but a great many unhealthy condi- 
tions can now be detected in early 
stages and corrected. 

Cancer, heart disease and Bright’s 
disease, are just a few of the dik- 
eases which, if treated in their early 
stages, offer excellent hope of effect- 
ing a permanent cure, In 1935, -11,- 
500 people in Canada died of cancer. 
A great many of these lives might 
have been saved by means of periodic 
health examinations. 

Several leading Canadian life in- 
surance companies are actually pro- 
viding physical examinations free of 
charge for holders of large policies. 
Obviously, if this is financially pro- 
fitable to the insurance companies, it 
is infinitely more profitable, in terms 
of life itself, to the policyholders, and 
is a practice which should bé adopt- 
ed by every intelligent person, 

Periodic health examinations, 
Health League officials explained, 
will in many cases enable a doctor 
to detect unhealthy conditions before 
they have a.chance to do much dam- 
age. As a result of a physical ex- 
amination, you may have to see a 
dentist, or modify your diet, or take 
more exercise, or go out into the 
fresh air more often—but it will be 
worth it. 

On the other hand, a _ periodic 
health examination may find you in 
perfect health, in which case the 
doctor’s assurance to that effect will 
amply repay you for the trouble you 
have put yourself to in getting

History of the name dates back 
centuries when only the Red Man 
roamed the lake shores. It was be- 
lieved a weird sound caused by the 
rapid current passing over the shing- 
ly, limestone rocks on the shore of 
the island was the voice of the Great 
Spirit. 

Wien the south wind blows waters 
in the Narrows rise more than four 
feet. The receding tide makes a rush- 
ing noise which can be heard for long 
distances. The district came to be 
a sacred place for various tribes who 
gathered there for ancient cere- 
monies, war dances and feasts. 

Present-day Indians have Already 
embraced the Christian faith but 
pagan beliefs and superstitions die 
hard. Older natives have been seen 
to throw pieces of tobacco into the 
water while passing the island as an 
offering to the Great Spirit. 

An example of the extent to which 
superstition clings is furnished by 
Hebron Moar, pioneer postmaster of 
The Narrows’ community. When 4 
Hudson's Bay steamer travelling 
down the northern shore of the lake 
was becalmed at the entrance to the 
straits, Alexis, old Indian member of 
the crew, was asked tg appeal to 
Manitou for a. fair wind.
